PRESIDENT SIGNS RESOLUTIONS 


ANNEXING REPUBLIC OF HAWAII 


Washington, July 7.—The president signed the resolutions annexing Hawali at 
7 o’clock this evening. Minister Hatch, of Hawali, had an extended conference 


today with Secretary Day on the consummation of the annexing of Hawali to 
the United States. The Hawaiian authorities had taken steps to convey the 


good news at the earliest possible m°ment to Hawaii. Mr, Hatch sent extended 


official dispatches to the Hawaiian agent in San Francisco to be forwarded by 
the steamer sailing today. 

It is the view of the Hawaiian authorities that Hawali becomes a part of 
the United States on the moment the president attaches his signature to the res- 
olution of congress. The annexation is said to be complete without any further 
action, here or in Hawali. At the same time it is possible that the Hawaiian 
legislature may pass a resOlution similar to the one passed by our congress. 
While it is said that this was not necessary, yet it will be a formality accom- 


plished and remove every possible chance for quibble over the regularity of the 


procedure. 


The Hawaiian senate unanimously ratified a treaty of annexation. This, in 
effect, was a tender of Hawali to the United States. Now the United States ac- 
cepts the tender by a joint resolution of congress signed by the president: The 


tender and acceptance complete the act. If, however, it is desired to have both 


branches of the Hawaiian legislature pass an act similar to that of the Ameri- 
can congress, Mr. Thurston says this maybe quickly accompuistied. The sesston 
has just ended, but an extra session can be called at once. ae 

It is said that the transmission of the republic to the United ‘States can be 
accomplished without the slightest delay or friction, 

For the present the existing civil organization will continue with President 
Dole as chief executive and this will run along until] the five commissioners ap- 
pointed by the president complete a system of organization and put it into ef- 
fect. , 

It was by a ceremony of the simplest character that the resolution annexing 
the Hawaiian istands to the United States were enacted finally into a law. It 
occurred in the cabinet room of the executive room, and only six persons besides 
the president were present. At 6:40 o'clock Alonzo H. Stewart, assistant door- 
keeper of the senate, arrived at the white house with the engrossed copy of the 
resolutions signed by the speaker ex-tempore and Vice President Hobart. George B. 
Cartelyou, assistant secretary to the president, reteipted for the resolutions in the 
usual form and then notified the president that they had arrived. 

A few mfnutes later a little group was gathered about the cabinet table to 
witness the completion of this important legislation. Those who comprised the 
group were Mrs. McKinley, Secretary Cortelyou, Mr. Stewart, Captain B. F. Mont- 
gomery, of the signal eorps; Captain Charles Leffler, the president’s confidential 
messenger, and George B. Frease, postmaster of Canton, the president's home 
city. 

Precisely at 7 o’clock the president affixed to the resolution the words, which 
made them law: 


“Approved, July 7, 1898, William McKinley.” 


WERE GIVEN A GRAND RECEPTION BY THE ARMY AND NAVY 


HERO HOBSON AND HIS COMPANIONS 
ARE WITH AMERICAN NAVY ACAIN 


Spanish Lieutenant and Fourteen Privates Were Glven for the 


Men Who Sunk the Merrimac, 


None of the Men Just Released from the Spanish Prison Will 


Talk of Their Recent Experience Further Than To 
Say They Were Well Treated. 


Off Juragua, July 6, via Kingston, July 7.—(Copyright, 1898, by the Assoclatea 
Press.)—Assistant Naval Constructor Richmond P. Hobson, of the flagship New 
York, and the seven seamen who with him sailed the collier Merrimac into the 
channe] of the harbor of Santlago ae Cuba on June 3d, last, and sunk her there, 
were surrendered by thé Spanish military authorities today in exchange for pris- 
oners captured by the American forces. 

Hobson and his men were escorted through tthe - American lines by Captain 
Chadwick, of the New York, who was awaiting them.» | 

Every step of their journey was marked by the wildest demonstra- 
tion on the part of the American soldiers, who threw aside all sembiance 
of order, scrambled out of the intrenchments, knocked over tent guys 
and other camp paraphernalia in their eagerness to see the re rning he- 
roes, and sent up cheer after cheer for the men who had passed safely 
through the jaws of death to serve their country. 

The same scenes of enthusiasm were repeated upon the arrival of the men 
at the hospital station, and at our base at Juragua. Hobson, who reached there 
in advance of his companions, was taken on board the New York immediately. 
The flagship’s decks were lined with officers and men ang as Hobson clambered 
up her side and stepped on board his vessel, the harbor rang with the shouts 
and cheers of his comrades, which were re-echoed by the crews of the dozen 


transports lying near by. 


As Hobson and the men of the Merrimac approached the first line of intrench- . 


ments occupied by the Rough Riders, low murmurs ran from one end of the line of 
cowboys and eastern athletes to the other, and by the time the returning party 
reached them every man was on his feet, refusing to be restrained by the admonish- 
ing of the officers, cheering wildly and rushing over every obstacle that chanced 
to be in their way in their cfforts to reach Hobson and his party and grasp them 
by the hand. The released prisoners were soon surrounded and compelled to stop 
to receive the greetings, congratulations and vigorous, heartfelt handshaking of 
men they had never seen before. Sunbur:.ed cavalrymen who had spent their

way over the bodies of their own dead and wounded to the very gates of the city 
that they will gladly storm when ordered to do so. 


Are All Given New Uniforms. 


The escort had brought a change of dlothing, including new uniforms, for 
Hobson and his men, and the latter were given a short respite while they changed 
their apparel. Hobson was also given a horse to ride over the trail to Juragua 
and his men were placed in an army am bulance. 

Before leaving for the seacoast Hobson was taken to General Shafter’s head- 
quarters and warmly greeted by the commanding general. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press asked Hobson for an interview and 
statement as to his expdriences on the memorable night when he took the collier 
Merrimac into Santiago harbor. He declined to say anything with regard to the 


Merrimac on the ground that he intended to submit a complete report to Admiral 

on the subfect and that it would be outside the line of his duty to 

say anything about the sinKing of the Merrimdec until after he had made such 
report, or at least had had an opportunity to consult the admiral. 

He could not be induced to say anything on this subject, but with regard to 


his experiences as a prisoner of war in Santiago, he said:

We knew but little of what was going on in the city, 
though, of course, we could always tell when our fleet was bombarding the shore 
batteries, and we could easily distinguish the terrific explosions, caused by the 
Vesuvius throwing dynamite shells. Several times at night we would also be- 
come fearfully aware that the land batteries were fighting outside the city. Last 
Friday and Saturday ‘tt would be difficult to explain how anxious we were for the 
success of our side during the engagement. The little information the Spaniards 
would give us could net be relied upon. 


“One thing I found ont in the hospital was that a large number of Spanish 
officers were wounded {in last Friday's' fight, for manv were brought to the 
hospStal to be treated. Numbers of badly aimed bullets came into the hospital 

windows on Friday, but I do not believe anyone was injured by them. 

“Our quarters there were very clean and comfortable, and the food was fair- 
ly good. 

“In fact, I have no reason to complain of our treatment as prisoners of war. 
The prejudice which the Spaniards showed against us during the first few days 
soon wore away. We conducted ourselves properly and simply forced them to 
treat us well. 

“We knew nothing about the destruction of Admiral Cervera’s. fleet urrti] told 
by our own people today, Of course, our confinement ‘became very irksome, and 
I. cannot tell you Rew. great was the relief we felt to be free again. I cannot ex- 
press my gratitude to our soldiers who gave us such a welcome when we came 
into the lines.

Cervera’s Fleet Trainei All Guns on 
Schley’s Flagship. 

Guantanamo, July 4, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, July 6.—(Copyright, 1898, by the As- 
sociated Press.)—Whhen the Spanish fleet left 
Santiago de Cuba it was with the intention 
to make for Cienfuegos, the nearest port to 
secure coal and provisions. All the ships 
were very short of coal, the Cristobal Colon 
having only two days’ supply, which she 
had secured at Santiago. 

The Spaniards concentrated their fire on 
the Brooklyn, hoping to disable that vessel, 
which they considered the fastest of tthe 
American warships, and thus secure an 
opportunity at least for one or two of the 
Spanish boats to escape. The Brooklyn was 
hit forty-five times. 

The Spaniards estimate the forces behind

WOUNDED CAPTAIN AT TAMPA. 


He Tells of the Fighting About Santi- 
ago, Where He Was Injured. 
Tampa, Fla., July 7.—The steamship Mas- 
cotte arrived here tonight with @ number 
of those wounded atthe battle of Santiago. 
Among them was Captain J. B. Kerr, 
eecond squad, Sixth cavalry. His left arm 
is in a sling as a Santiago memento. He 
tells a graphic story of the bravefy of the 
American soldiers who forced the ‘Spanish 
trenches in the face of a scathing fire. He

The volunteers and artillery fire 
attracted a shower of lead which apparent- 
ly came from a clear sky, as the Spaniards 
fought from behind deep trenches and 
used smokeless powder. Their well direct- 
ed volleys were remarkably effective, cov- 
ering the field with dead and wounded. 
The forts were well protected and strong- 
ly fortified. 
- Captain Kerr estimates the loss at 1,500 
on each side. He anticipates the capture 
of the city by Shafter in the face of the 
Pando re-enforcements, but thinks it will 
be somewhat delayed.

American Wounded Are Carried to Key 
West on a Steamer, 


HEROES GIVEN A COLD RECEPTION 


Official List of the Killed and Wound- 
ed in the United States Army 
Is Issued from Headquar- 
ters of General 
Shafter. 


Guantanamo, July 5, via Kingston, Ja- 
maica, July 6—(Copyright, 1898, by the As- 
sociated Press.)}—The steamer Resolute ar- 
rived last night with 508 prisoners, includ- 
ing eighteen of the officers and crew of 
the Spanish cruiser Christobal Colon, The 
disposition of the prisoners has not yet 
been decided on, 

The number of killed ang wounded on the 
Cristobal Colon was very small, Officers 
of the American vessels which were in 
pursuit of her say that as it was a ques- 
tion of only a short time when the Cris- 
tobal Colon should be compelled to sur- 
render or run ashore, they ceased firing on 
her, and only three of her crew were killed, 
all sailors, ang thirteen wounded, 

Before running their ship ashore and 
hoisting the white flag, the Spaniards open- 
ed the Kingston valves on board the 
Cristobal Colon and threw overboard the 
breech blocks of every gun, including those 
of their Mauser rifles. 

The captured Spaniards were remarkably 
cheerful. 

The officers say they had nothing to eat 
for twenty-four hours before the destruc- 
tion of the fleet, and in order to get the 
men to their posts large amounts of liquor 
were given out, Many of the captured 
sailors still showed the effects of drink 
when put on board the Resolute. 

The Spanish officers say the order to 


‘gail was given by the minister of marine 


at Madrid, and they decided to make an 
attempt to escape on Saturday night, but 
it was postponed until Sunday morning 
for the reason that ‘‘quarters inspection” 
would be held at that time, and the Amer- 
icans would not be at their guns. 

None of the Spaniards expected to be 
alive at noon Sunday, believing the de- 
struction of the fleet to be certain. Most 
of their valuables were put aboard the 
Cristobal Colon, the fastest vessel of the 
Spanish fleet, and everything was done 
to give her the best opportunity to es- 
cape, - 

The Spanish officers profess great admi- 
ration for the American ships, especially 
the Brooklyn, New York and Oregon.. The 
Spanish prisoners say that if the Ameri- 
cans had pressed the land forces much 
longer, the Spaniards would have been 
compelled to surrender, as the troops were 
completely worn out. 

Admiral Cervera, -who was transferred 
from the Gloucester to the battleship lowa, 
is being treated with every consideration. 
In brief interviews today he stated that 
he was ordered to leave the harbor, but 
refused to say from whom the orders 
came. 

Today’s estimate on the Spanish loss in 
the naval battle is placed at 1,200 killed 
and 1,300 captured, against which stands an 
American loss of one killed and two 
wounded. 

Woundei Reach Key West. 

Key West, Fla., July 7.—The 325 wounded 
heroes brought here by the Iroquois are 
doing well and none are in danger. They 
are: distributed between the marine and 
convent hospitals and a vacant cigar fac- 


‘tory which had previously been used for 


such purposes. 
All of the officers and some of the men 


are quartered at the convent hospital, 
where the nuns are doing fine service as 
nurses. At all places the utmost care and 
skillful medical and surgical attention are 
devoted to the wounded men, 

The Iroquo’s entered the harbor about 5 
o’clock, and through somebody’s negligence 
went aground on a sandbar, where she re- 
mained three hours, a brace of govern- 
ment tugs struggling to free her, while 
from the rails of the stranded ship peered 
bronzed faces of wounded men, eager to 
step once more on American soil. Even- 
tually the steamer slid off and; was dock- 
ed. News .of her arrival had brought to 
the dock a motley crowd of curiosity seek- 
ers, mostly Cubans. There was not a sign 
of enthusiasm even among those very per- 
sons for whom the disabled soldiers had 
received their hurts, not a cheer, not a 
hand-clap. It was exactly as if one of 
the regular line steamers had arrived on 
a day trip and was discharging her ordi- 
nary passengers. There was no gang- 
plank and the wounded men were obliged 
to clamber down the companion ladders 
as best they coald to get ashore, All the 
ambulances in the town had been brought 
into service, but despite their frequent und 
hurried trips, filled to the iast inch, and 
provision was entirely inadequate. 

In consequence many of the men had no 
other resource than to waik four blocks to 
the horse car line, on which they weré jolted 
to the hospita!s at the other end of town. 

The sight of the stalwart fellows, blacked 
by the tropical sun. bruiséd and scratched 
by Cuban jungles and wrapped in bandages 
which covered but did not conceal their 
wounls as they shambied and straggled’

RIFLES ARE 


Paymaster Has Been Hard at Work 
and Is Now About Through. 


AT LEASN $2,000,000 HAS BEEN PAID OUT 


Two Car Loads of Medicine Reach 
Camp Thomas and Are Given 
the Hospital Service. 


Chickamauga National Park, Ga., July 7.— 
Colonel William Richards, adjutant gen- 
eral on General Brooke's staff, stated to- 
day that the understanding was that as 
soon as transports could be secured, the 
first army corps would move to the front. 
Durirg the past three days the ordnance 
and quartermaster’s departments have 
been intensely active, and nearly every 
regiment has been supplied with the nu- 
merous minor articles of equipage that 
were lacking, such as canteens, haversacks, 
cartridge belts, knives, forks, spoons and 
plates. Today rifles ‘were distributed as fol- 
gpa South Carolina, 1,270; First Penn- 
sylvania, 350; Eighth New York, 300; 
Fourth Pennsylvania, 400; Fifth Pennsyl- 
vania, 400; new battalion of the Sixteenth 


Pennsylvania, 400. 
The guns for the Pennsylvania regiments 


were all for recruits. 

Colonel Lee, chief quartermaster, stated 
today he would have the troops of both 
the First and Third corps provided with 
transportation by Sunday. This means that 
the regiments of either corps will be ready 
to go to the front. 

By tomorrow night every soldier and 
officer at Camp Thomas will have been 
paid. Tonight only a few regiments in the 
Third corps gemain unpaid. When the 
work is finished at least $2,000,000, cover- 
ing a period of nearly two months service, 
will have been paid owt. It is estimated 
that the average amount paid a regiment 
will approximate $38,000. The paymasters 
will go from Camp Thomas to Jacksonville 
and Tampa. 

Brigadier General Frank arrived today 
and was assigned to the command of the 
First division, Third corps, relieving Brig- 
adier General Fred D. Grant, whom Ma- 
jor General Wade will assign to the com- 
mand of a brigade in the third corps. 

Captain H. D. Borp, ordnance officer 
of the Third corps, was ordered to Charles- 
ton today to take a position on the staff 
of Major General Wilson. 

Major R. 8. Sutton arrived today and 
was assigned to the Third brigade, Second 
division, First corps, as chief surgeon. 

Two carloads of medicine chests, field 
desks and other equipage arrived today 
for the hospital service of the First corps. 
The necessary horse equipments for the 
hospital corps also arrived. Yesterday and 
today twenty-two new men arrived for the 
hospital service of the First corps, so that 
this department is on as good footing as 
any other department of the army. 

Upon the request of the owner of Craw- 
fish Springs, General Brooke has issued 
an order forbidding all officers and sol- 
diers to take water from these springs, or 
to in any way trespass upon the property 
for any purpose whatever. These springs 
are practically the main source of good 
clear drinking water at Chickamauga, aside 
from the wells that are being sunk, and 
the order to quit them has caused wide- 
spread dissatisfaction.

The polish which a 
piece of cypress is susceptible to has 
made it of ‘unusual value for inside work 
on dwellings and the long life of a cypress 
Shingle has caused that article to almost 
entirely supersede the pine, where cost 
is net considered. Although samples have 
been sent to the continent repeatedly for 
exhibition, the buyers. on that side have 
never taken to it aid the demand in the 
States is so great that it dees not pay to 
fool away time trying to educate foreign- 
ers aS to its value, Every cypress mill in 
Georgia is run on ful] time and the prices 
hold so good that there is Some money in 
cutting the stuff.

Massachusetts Senator Addresses Old 


Dominion Lawyers at Old Foint. 

Old Point Comfort, Va., July 7.—Senator 
George F. Hoar, of Massachusetts, deliv- 
ered an address before the Virginia Bar 
Association today, his topic being the su- 
preme court of the United States. He said 
it must be agreed that the court “has 
scrupulously kept itself aloof from politi 
cal controversy and kept off the domain 
which belongs to the political power of 
the“country. It would be intolerable had 
it been otherwise.”’ In concluding he said: 

“I have spoken in behalf of a tribunal 
whose constitutional judgments upon the 
great questions with which it has ever 
had to deal have overthrown, baffled and 
brought to naught the policy in regard to 
the great matter of reconstruction, of the 
party te which I myself belong and the 
schooi of politics in which I have been 
trained and which, I suppose, was also that 
of a majority of the American pcople. ] 
Submit I believe that the example of such 
submission is better and promises more 
for the continued life of the republic than 
any party success or than the prevalence 
of any special policy. 

‘The life and the glory of this country 
are not to depend only on armies or navies, 
not on wealth, not on victory, not on em- 
pire, not on commerce, not on numbers, 
but mpon the sentiments which govern the 
indiv al citigen—above all, on obedience 
to law. The one most sublime thing in the 
universe, except its creator, is that of a 
great and free people governing itself by 
a law higher than its own desire.”

but they painted it worse than reported by 
the refugees. They claimed that the gar- 
rison only numbers five thousand men. 
The accuracy of this is doubtful, as Gen- 
eral Pando is almost certain to have ar- 
rived with what is left of his five thousand 
men from Manzanillo. 

The hospital conditions of our army are 
improving. Forty ambulances are now im 
service and there are many empty tents. 
The wounded are nearly all at Juragua. 
The headquarters hospital has been clear- 
ed in expectation of the mext assault. The 
number of sick is increasing rapidly. There 
are one humdred cases,in the invalid hos- 
pital—diarrhoea and fever. 

Thousands of Refugees Come to Shafter 

Between 12,000 and 15,000 innocent victims 
of the war have fied here in wild panic to 
escape the terrors of the threatened bom- 
bardment of Samtiago, and they are pow 
confronted by the horrors of etarvation. 
In their helpless confusion they are appeal- 
ing to General Shafter for succor. 

Most of them are foreigners, principally 
French, or with an admixture of foreign 
blood, and, their interests are being lcoked 
after by their consuls. When they were 
informed yesterday that General Toral re- 
fased to consider the question of surrender 
they swarmed out the morth gate of the 
city all day and trudged through the blaz- 
ing sun over the road, which in places was 
ankle deep in mud. Tottering old men and 
momen were supported by children and 
mothers, with babes at their breasts, strug- 
gied on toward El Caney, San Luis and 
other towns. 

Most of them came here last night and 
over 5,000 of them slept in the village, which 
under ordinary circumstances accommo- 
dates 300 people. They weére crowded to- 
gether in the houses, upon the verandas 
avid in. the streets. At daylight those y ho 
had been overtaken by darkness on the 
wayside began to pour in, and at this hour 
they are still coming. Already more than

Caney, but many preferred to share the 
fertunes of war, while others went off 
northward to San Luis and other placvs 
where they have villas and estates. 

How long this relief can be extended is 
probiematical. Many of course, will be 
driven to the woods and be forced to gub- 
Bist on mangoes and other fruits. 

Quite a mumber of the Spanish volun- 
teers, who came out with the refugees and 
who at first were allowed their liberty, are 
being gathered up and placed under surveil- 
lance. It is feared that some may be spies. 
It has been learned from the refugees that 
there was a reguiar mutiny among the 
volunteers in Santiago the day after the 
fighting began. The volunteers were loud 
in their demands that the city should ibe 
surrendered. 


MUST NOT USE INTOXICANTS. 


General Miles Issues an Order to Sol- 
diers in Cuba. 

Washington, July 7.—Major General Miles 

has issued the following general order to 


the army: 

‘The army is engaged in active service 
under climatic conditions which it has not 
before experienced. 

“In order that it may perform its most 
difficult and laborious duties without the 
least practicable loss from sickness, the 
utmost care consistent with prompt and 
efficient service must be exercised by all, 
especially the officers. 

‘Tihe thistory of other armies has demon- 
strated that in a hot climate abstinence 
trom the use of intoxicating drink is essen- 
tial to continued health and efficiency. 

“Commanding officers of all grades and 
officers of the medical staff will carefully 
note the effect of, the use of such light 
beverages—wine and beer—as are permitted 
to be sold at' the post camp exchanges, and 
the commanders of all independent com- 
mands are enjoined to restrict, or to entire- 
ly prohibit, the sale of such beverages, if 
the welfare of the troops or the interests 
of the service require such action. 

“In this most important hour of the na- 
tion’s history it is due the government 
from all those in its service that they 
should not only render the most earnest 
efforts for its honor and welfare, but their 
physical and intellectual force should be 
given to their public duties, uncontaminated 
by any indulgence that shall dim, stultify, 
weaken or impair their faculties and 
strength in any particular. 

“Officers of every grade, by example as 
well as by authority, will contribute to the 
enforcement of the order. 

“With a view to avoid extreme suffering 
among wounded horses or mules on the 
field of battle. it is hereby ordered that a 
veterinary surgeon or some other person 
detailed by the commanding officer will 
accompany troops in an engagement, whose 
duty it will be to put an end to the agonies 
of all horses or mules that, in his judg- 
ment, are suffering to a degree requiring 
such action om his part.’’ 

General Miles has promulgated to the 
army a decision by the attorney general 
construing that portion of the act of April 
26th last, providing that in time of war 
any Officer serving with the troops operat- 
ing against the enemy who exercises. by 
competent authority, a command above 
that pertaining to his grade, shall' receive 
the pay and allowances of the gerade appro- 
priate to such command. The attomey 
general holds that this clause ‘‘was in- 
tended to apply to all instances where the 
troops of the United States are assembled 
in separate bodies, s@ch as regiments, bri- 
gades, divisions or corps, fer the purpose 
of carrying om and bringing to a conclusion 
the war with Spain.’ but that ‘all ser- 
vice in the army at the present time !s not 
to be considered as operating against an 
enemy. Troops and their officers on the 
western frontiers performing the same ser- 
vice as garrisons which are requisite in 
time of peace, and are not considered a 
part of the army assembled to carry on the 
war with Spain, would not be within the 
meaning of the act.”’ 

To entitle an officer to the pay of a grade 
above that actually held by him, the as- 
signment thereto, it is held, must be the 
written order of the commanding general 


in the flefd or the secretary of war.

Accounts of Engagements About Santiago 
Sent Ont from Havana. 


ALL WERE SPANISH VICTORIES 


Each Encounter Before the Town Re- 
sulted in Heavy American Loss. 


ONLY A FEW SPANIARDS WERE HURT 


Stories from Spanish Sources Cannot 
Be Usei in Parallel Columns 
with American Accounts. F 


Havana, July 6.—(Delayed in Transmis- 
sion. Copsright, 1898, by the Associated 
Press.)—-The following are Spanish accounts 
of recent eveats of the war: 

During the morning of July 2d Alexan- 
der Gollan, the British consul, visited Cap- 
tain General Blanco and bade the latter 
farewell. It was Mr, Gollan’e intention 
to leave Havana on board the British war- 
ship Talbot on July 4th. Mr. Jerome, the 
British vice consul, succeeds Mr. Gollan. 

At noon on July ist two American col- 
umns of 6,000 men each made a simultan- 
eous attack upon San Juan hill, near San- 
tiago de Cuba. which was defended by 
1,600 Spanish soldiers, and upon El Caney, 
a small town near Santiago de Cuba gar- 
risoned by 450 soldiers. 

The Americans attacked with heavy ar- 
tillery, and at the same time the Ameri- 
can fleet bombarded Aguadores beach. 

The Americans took possession of San 
Juan hill and. El Caney after a hard re- 
sistance upon the part of the Spaniards. 
The fighting lasted all day. The Spanish 
losscs were 200 men at El Caney and 400 
men at San Juan hill. Among the Span- 
ish losses were two officers and twenty- 
five soldiers killed, ang the wounded in- 
cluded General Linares and twenty-six 
superior officers, among them being Colo- 
nls Ordonez and Gaul and 290 soldiers and 
eleven sailors. 

At El Caney Geneyal Vera del Ray was 
seriously wounded and has since died. 

Private advices say that the Americans 
lost 1,000 men, including 5300 men seriously 
wounded. 

On July 2d the Americans attacked the 
Spanish positions at San Antoénio, Canora 
and Guaybito. The Spaniards defended 
them tenaciously and did not abandon their 
positions. The garrison of Cobre repelled 
an insurgent attack at the same time. and 
the American fleet bombarded the fortifica- 
tions of Morro, Socapa an@ Punta Gorda 
damaging Morro castle.

On July ist two American ships of 700 
tons, having heary artillery, opened fire 
against ‘Manzanillo. The Spanish gun- 
boats anchored at Manzanillo went to meet 
them. The gunboat Delgado Perego was 
the first to open fire and the American 
Ships were repulsed after forty-five min- 
utes’ combat. The Spanish losses were 
two sailors wounded and some men slight- 
ly wounded on board the pontoon Maria. 

On July 3d @n American gunboat, a cruig- 
er and two transport ships, having landing 
forces On board, fired over one thousand 
projectiles against Tunas de Zaney, prov- 
ince of Santa Clara. The Spanish artillery 
answered the fire andit was seen that eight 
projectiles had fallen on the deck of the 
cruiser. The Americans were obliged to 
retire. Five houses were burned and twen- 
ty-three were injured by the artillery fire. 
Lieutenant Roads was slightly injured, one 
artilleryman was killed and two artillery- 
men were wounded and some infantrymen 
were wounded, number not ennounced. 

The same ships fired 100 shots against 
Tayabacoa fort, near Tunas de Zaney, and 
landed forees, which were obliged by the 
fire of the fort and the Spanish garrison to 
re-embark. The fort was slightly damaged 
and One soldier was wounded. 

The American forces tried to land again, 
but the Grafiada battalion, which was re- 
c?nnoitering to the east, prevented them. 
One transport ran asfcre and the Ameyzi- 
can ship did not succeed in puiiing her 
off. 

Insurgents in Mourning. 

It is reported that the insurgents in the 
province of Puerto Principe are wearing 
black bands on their left arms, which is 
supposed to be a sign of mourning for 
some important irsurgent chief, name un- 
known, who died recently: 

The American cruiser which was recon- 
noitering on June 30th with rapid fire guns 
at the entrance of the port of Isabella 
Sagua fired one shot against the Spanish 
gunboat Loltada, which was at anchor in 
the harbor. The gunboat was not dam- 
aged. ; 

Dr. Edward Belot, formerly a United 
States colonel, and who was well known 
here, is dead. 

At 10 o'clock on the morning of July 5th 
the chief of the American forces in front 
of Santiago sent an emissary to Genefal 
Toral, the Spanish commander, inviting 
him to surrender. The answer sent back 
was that the Spaniards were ready to re- 
pel energetically any aggressive move- 
ment. Captain General Blarco Gas approv- 
ed and applauded this answer. 

On the intervention of the foreign con- 
suls at Santiago the Americans gave the 
inhabitants twenty-four hours in which to 
remove their women and children and sick 
persons. A British gunboat as taken 
away the British subjects. The time ex- 
pired on July 6th at 10 a. m. 

The Americans on July ‘d, during the 
afternoon, attacked the Spanish positions 
at Santiago and were repulsed, the Span- 
iards having one officer and six soldiers 
kiiled and six officers and seven soldiers 
wounded. 

Colonel Escario’s column of 3,600 men 
had twenty killed and 170 wounded while 
marching from Manzanillo to Sant'ago. 

The governor general has ordered that 
public employees be paid in gold coin less 
10 per cent in silver, or its equivalent in 
paper money. 

There was a festival on July 34 for the 
purpose of collecting money to establish 
free kitchens for the poor. 

The sum of $2,500 In silver was netted 
for the kitchens. : 

Three American ships have tried to cap- 
ture at Punta Niquero, province of Santia- 
go, the Spanish gunboat Cemtenela. The 
latter was hit thirty-nine times and was 
damaged about her engines on the port s‘de 
aft. Her commander sank her in a swamp 
on purpose and her crew succeeded later 
in getting her afloat. They are now repair- 
ing her. The Spaniards jost one coal passer 
kiiled. 

The municipality of Havana has decided 
to nominate General Arolas as Havana's 
has shown in the defe: 
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against the decision of the Americam forces 
to destroy the city of Santiago, thereby 
violating all humanitarian and civilized 


laws. 

Admiral Cervera has telegraphed to Cap- 
tain Genera] Blanco the particulars of the 
loss of his squadron, saying that after an 
unequal combat, the Spanish vessels were 
totally destroyed. 

Blanco Issues Address. 


Captain General Blanco has addressed the 
following proclamation to the people: 

*‘To the Inhabitants of the Island of Cu- 
ba: Success does not always accompany 
honor. The Spanish fleet commanded by 
Admiral Cervera has just accomplished 
the most difficult act of heroism recorded 
in naval annals @uring the present century. 
The blow is a heavy ore, but Spaniards 
should not be mayed before this mis- 
fortune, in spite of its gravity. On the con- 
trary, we must show to-the worli that our 
courage will not yield before reverses and 
that we have the courage to calmly meet 
adversity and fight against it until] we can 
conquer it. We have forces enough to de- 
fend our Just cause and bring us out trium- 


phant in our right, if we are united in the ° 


sacred love for our motherland. We must 
consecrate our lives and our property to 
the common cause in the hour of adversity. 

The virtues of our cowntry are being

“The Spanish people received the terrible 
blow of the loss of their fleet with wonder- 
ful self-possessicn and calm dignity. All the 
popular festivals, even the bull fights, 
have been indefinitely postponed, but there 
is no sign of panic or even of flurry. 

“The people find consolation in a con- 
viction of military strength, and are 
pleased at the semi-official reports, and 
General Blanco hag been ordered to send 
15,000 -re-enforcements to Santiago. The 
government seems undecided as to what 
course to pursue. Senor Sagasta’s  state- 
ment that the government desired to know 
the opinion of the army in Cuba on the loss 
of the fleet, represents an important fea- 
ture of the situation. 

“It is the general belief in military cir- 
cles that anything like capitulation would 
create a dangerous exasperation in the 
army in Cuba. Senor Sagasta probably fa- 
vors peace, but the government wants 
time for reflection.”

QUADRUPLE MURDERER KILLED. 


Kentuckian Who Shot Two Men and 
Two Women to Death Now Corpse. 
Harrodsburg, Ky., July 7.—The quadruple 

murderer, Richard Volaw, of Washington 

county, who escaped last Sunday night 
after he had instantly killed two men and 
mortally wounded two women at a gospel 
meeting at Cornishville, twelve miles from 
this piace, was shot and instantly killed 
this morning by G. W. Coulter, sheriff of 

Boyle county. 

Volaw was hiding out in the knobs near 
Parksville, Boyle county, close to the resi- 
dence of his uncle, John Hooper. At 4:40 
o’clock this morning Volaw emerged from 
the bushes and was going to his break- 
fast. Sheriff Coulter, Marshall Tom Helm, 
of Danville, and Robert Bristow were lying 
in wait for him. Coulter ordered him to 
surrender. Volaw threw his hand to his 
left hip pocket, and as he was drawing his 
revolver, Coulter shot him through the 
wrist and heart, killing him instantly. 

They brought the dead body here for in- 
terment. The $200 reward offered by Gover- 
nor Bradley will be claimed, 

Volaw’s crime was a most depicable 
one. He made his appearance at a gospel 
meeting in progress under a tent and dis- 
turbed the exercises with his drunken be- 
havior. Being requested by Mr. Thomas 
Hale, aged sixty-three, to keep quiet, he 
shot the old man to death. Then he turned 
on Merritt Atkinson, killing him instantly. 
Other shots were fired into the gospel tent, 
wounding mortally Julia Poulter and Miss 
Nora Campbell. 

Volaw was a young desperado. Had he 
been taken alive he wvuld very probably 
have been lynched, so intense was the feel- 
ing against him. —

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A Horrible Affair. 

The story of the loss of the French 
liner Bourgogne is a black one at 
best, but the details of the affair, gath-. 
ered from the survivors, make one of 
the most horrible recitals of modern 
times. We read of the awful scenes 
enacted and thank heaven that they 
could not have occurred on any vessel 
manned and officered by Americans or 
Englishmen. It is ‘impossible mot to 
fee] that these scenes mark the differ- 
ence of character, temperament and mo- 
tive that divides the Bnglish-Speaking 
races from the Latins: 

The assagsination of women and chil- 
dren, the slaughter of the weak by the 
crew of the boat seems almost beyond 
belief. Such events would be incredible 
did we not remember the scenes recently 
enacted at the conflagration of a French 
charity bazaar in Paris, where the men, 
in order to save themsélves, trampled 
women and young girls to death and 
left them to perish in the flames. That 
event has prepared the world to believe 
any story of savage cowardice that may 
be attributed to the Latins. They have 
men of conspicuous courage and chival- 
ry among them, men whose names and 
characters illuminate history, but these 
races, taken as a whole, do not measure 
up to the Anglo-Saxon standard. 

The savage slaughter of women and 
children and the murder of weak pas- 
sengers by the crew of the Bourgogne 
could not have occurred on an Ameri- 
can or English liner. The safety of 
the wamen and children would have 
been the first thought of officers and 
crew, and if the latter had shirked its 
duty, the mutineers would have been 
shot down by their officers. 

Altogether, the details of the Bour- 
gogne affair form the most horrible, 
the most revolting chapter in modern 
annals. 
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The American Woman. 

We feel quite sure that the senti- 
ment contained in the following par- 
agraph recently published in The New 
York Sun does great injustice to the 
American woman, although its author 
herself belongs to the fair sex. In com- 
menting upon :the presemt (war this 
gentle contributor, whose name is not 
disclosed, says: 

Why not open the penitentiaries? Why 
not enlist the convicts and send them to 
Cuba ‘to bear the brunt of Spain’s smokeless 

‘ammunition? Why should the best blood 
of America be shed in this unholy and un- 
called-for war when our prisons are filled 
with able-bodied men who are an expense 
to the country and a detriment at large? 
Surely the broken hearts of mothers, wives 
and daughters count for something in this 
terrible struggle of today—a struggle which 
might have been averted three months ago 
had not our politicians blundered and con- 
summated their folly by delay! 
¢ There is something painfully harsh 
in the foregoing paragraph which is 
wholly at variance with the sentiment 
generally entertained by the women of 
the south; and we believe it to be whol- 
ly at variance with the sentiment gen- 
erally entertained by the women of tht 
north. While it is only natural that 
the fair sex should shrink instinctively 
from the idea of war, it is not in ac-~ 
cord with the traditions of the fair sex 
in thig country to associate with this 
disposition the heast unwillingness to 
uphold the nation’s flag. Indeed, it is 
the glory of the American woman that 
while she has always been opposed to 
the shedding of blood she has never 
failed to meet the demands of patriot- 
ism nor to make any sacrifice which the 
nation has required at her hands; and 
so in the present war we believe that 
while it grieves her to see the flower of 
the land cut down in what may seem to 
her unnecessary strife, she is neverthe- 
less loyal in every fiber of her nature 
to the cause which so vitally concerns 
the honor of the nation as well as the 
interests of human freedom throughout 
the globe. 

With respect to the paragraph alone 
quoted we are moved to ask its gentle 
author if she really thinks that either 
the brilliant victory at Manila or the 
recent signa] triumph at Santiago could 
have been achieved by jail-birds and 
convicts? Liberty’s laurels are not won 
in this manner. 
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Smokeless Powder. 

Since the recent engagement in the 
neighborhood of Santiago it is useless 
to contend that smokeless powder does 
not possess its advaniages. 

On account of the wreaths of smoke 
which ascended from the location oc- 
cupied by our troops it was easy enough 
_for the Spaniards to tell exactly where 
to hurl their deadly missiles; whereas, 
on account of the smokeless powder 
used by the Gpaniards under cover, it 
was almost impossible for our troops 
to discover their whereabouts. Admiral 
Cervera was enabled to render valuable 
assistance to the Spaniards on land 
solely because of the smoke which be- 
trayed the precise location of our troops. 
Otherwise it would have been impossible 
for him to do the great damage which 
he succeeded in doing with shells and 
other projectiles. : 

On sea the disadvantage arising from 
the use of old style powder is not’ as 
great as it is on land, for while it ob- 
scures somewhat the aim of the gun- 
ners, it also serves to ‘hide the exact 
location of the ships from the view of 
the enemy; but everything considered, 
it is of paramount importance to em- 
ploy the use of smokeless powder upon 
see, as well as upon land. 

‘The Philadelph:a Record is authority 
for the statement that smokeless pow- 
der would have been in general, if not 
in exclusive, use in our equipments up- 
on both land and sea had it not been 
for contentions between favored con- 
tractors and bureau officials over the 
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settloment of this momentous question. 

There are only two vessels in the 
havy which have yet been equip- 
ped with smokeless powder, viz, 
the Marblehead and the Newark, but 
operations are already under way for 
equipping the other vessels of the fleet 
in like manner, and it will not be long 
in aH probability before present. disad- 
vantages will be overcome. 

But there is even greater need of em- 
ploying the use of smokeless power in 
the army than tthere is in the navy, and 
the sooner the change is made, the bet- 
ter it will be for our interests. 
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Lieutenant Commander Wainwright. 

One of the heroes of the recent na- 
val fight at Santiago who must not be 
overlooked in the distribution of honors 
is Lieutenant Cammander Wainwright, 
of the Gloucester, 

Lieytenant Commander Wainwright 
will be remembered as one of the offi- 
cers of the ill-starred Maine. When 
that vessel met with its tragic fate in 
Havana harbor on February 15, 1898, 
he was the officer of the watch and 
narrowly escaped death. With the 
memory of the Maine’s disaster stamped 
indelibly upon his thoughts he patient- 
ly waited for the time to come when he 
might eke out his vengeance upon the 
Spaniards, and he did not have to wait 
long. 

In the recent engagement at Santiago 
Lieutenant Cammander Wainwright was 
in charge of the little unarmored yacht 
which had formerly belonged to Pier- 
pont Morgan and which had subese- 
quently been christened the Gloucester. 
Although she was not built for active 
fighting, her gallant officer steered her 
right into the thickest of the fray, seem- 
ingly indifferent to ithe projectiles which 
might have torn her into a myriad of 
splinters. When the immense cruiser, 
the Vizcaya, undertook to quit the har- 
bor she pounced immediately upon that 
vessel, and while pelting it with shot 
managed to avoid danger bv keeping 
underneath its huge guns. Subsequent- 
ly she became involved in deadly com- 
bat with the Pluton and the Furor, two 
torpedo boat destroyers, with the result 
that both of them were sunk. Consider- 
ing the frail mechanism and compara- 
tively light armamént of the Gloucester, 
the part which she played in the San- 
tiago affair borders closely upon the mi- 
raculous. Certainly it deserves to rank 
among the most brilliant feats of the 
war. 

Lieutenant Commander Wainwright 
has remembered the Maine with grim 
vengeance. All honor tto the hero of 
the Gloucester. 


A Brilliant Exploit. 

We have said in another place that 
the achievement of Schley and the ves- 
sels acting in concert with him was 
even mgre remarkable than the anni- 
hilation of the Spanish squadron in Ma- 
nila bay. The statement seems to be 
fully justified by the facts. 

At Manila, it was the Spaniards who 
were surprised. Off Santiago, the 
Americans were surprised. It was the 
least of thelr expectations that Cervera 
would sally forth in broad daylight, 
leaving, even if he made-his escape, the 
Spaniards at Santiago completely at the 
mercy of our land and sea forces. 

Ait Manila, the Spanish vessels were 
outclassed. Off Santiaso the dhances, 
at the beginning, were at least even. 
Cervera had four fine ships and two 
torpedo boat destroyers. His fighting 
ships had great speed and powerful bat- 
teries, and his torpedo boat destroyers 
were of modern pattern, and equal to 
any boats of the same type now afloat. 

His sortie was discovered by the Ore- 
gon. The Brooklyn, Schley’s flagship, 
pressed forward and engaged all four of 
the ‘Spanish vessels for a time, while 
the Oregon and the Gloucester dispoced 
of the torpedo boaits. This job done, the 
Oregon, hooked up to her highest speed, 
joined the Brooklyn in the fight, and, 
from first to last, these two vessels bore 
the brunt of the engagement. 

But for the Brooklyn, the Spanish 
ships would have escaped, and but for 
Schley’s brilliant maneuver in heading 
due west to Cape Caney, the Cristobal 
Colon would not have been intercepted. 
The whole Spanish squadron was thus 
destroyed, while the Americans had only 
one man killed and two wounded. The 
Spanish admiral surrendered io Schley, 
who is the hero of this most remarkable 
naval exploit.

He ran the Spaniards to earth, 
kept guard over them until Sampson join- 
ed him, and now has exterminated thém 
as a fighting force. Schley is as much the 
hero of Santiago as Dewey .is of Mamila. 
We are glad to see that Representative 
Berry, of Kentucky, has recognized this 
fact by introducing resolutions thanking 
the real destroyer of Cervera’s fleet, and we 
trust that the president will be equally just 
in his recommendations.

| . 4s to Annexation. 

Editor Constitution—There have been 
éome debates recently in the United States 
senate against the annexation of Hawali 
otherwise than under the treaty-making 
Power. Such power is committed to the 
president, provided two-thirds of the sena- 
tors present concur. Strictly sepaking, the 
treaty-making power relates to treaties 
of amity and of commerce. Any treaty be- 
yond this scope would require acts of con- 
gress to give it effect. The acquisition of 
hew territory by treaty, made by the pres- 
ident, with the concurrence of the senate, 
at best, could only be provisional. Laws 
for the government of such territory and 
for the appropriations of money would de- 
pend upon acts of congress. In this view, 
joint resolutions or an act of congress 
would be necessary to give a treaty binding 
force, as a supreme law of the land. It is 
neither historically nor legally true that 
the senate of the United States would ab- 
dicate its constitutional prerogative in ad- 
mitting new territory by a joint resolution. 
In fact, a joint resolution is the highest 
expression of legality, except those laws 
which have become embodied in the con- 
stitution of the United States, and are 
known as the “Organic laws.” 

Every acquisition of new territory, with 
the exception of Texas, has been by pur- 
chase. In some instances they were the re- 
Sults of purchase, after war and conquest, 
Texas was an independent republic, and 
March 1, 1845, congress of the United 
S@ites, by joint resolutions, proffered an- 
n tion of Texas, on certain conditions and 
guarantees. These conditions having been 
accepted, on December 2, 185, a joint 
resolution for the admission of the state 
of Texas was adopted. In Turner vs. 
American Baptist Union, Judge McLean 
said: “A tfeaty under the federal consti- 
tution is declared to the su- 
preme law of the land. Tis un- 
questionably applies toall treaties,, where 
the treaty-making power, without the aid of 
congress, can carry it into effect. It is 
not, however, and cannot be, the supreme 
law of the hand, where the concurrence of 
congress ig necessary to give it effect. Un- 
tii tunis power is exercised, as when the 
appropriation of money igs required, the 
treaty is not perfect.’’ 

In the Chinese exclusion act cases the 
United States supreme court ‘held that 
“the provisions of an act of congress pass- 
ed in the exercise of its constitutional! au- 
thority, on this, as on any other subject, 
if clear and explicit, must be upheld by 
the courts, even in contravention Of ex- 
press stipulations in an earlier treaty. _

Our start from Baiquiri was delayed by 
an apparent misunderstanding of orders.

B. M. Young, and included all 
the dismounted cavalry in the corps, but 
General Lawton had already pushed his 
way several miles westward and was pre- 
pared to wait there two days until the 
main body of .troops could join him. itt 
was Lawton’s understanding that he was to 
act as an outpost and that the entire corps 
was to move on Sant'ago by easy stages. 

General Shafter, whose 300 pounds of 
flesh cannot trot about on horgeback, was 
seriously inconvenienced by having to re- 
main in his luxurious quarters, 
and this may account for the mix-up. But 
General Wheeler did not pay much at- 
tention to the conflict of instructions. He 
had been told to pursue the retreating 
Spaniards, and by 2 o’clock in the afternoon 
he had communicated to all his cOmmand- 
ing officers positive instructions to fol- 
low him.

The sun was shining as hot as it knew 
how to when we rode through the camp 
at Baiquiri, and turned our horses’ heads 
into the heavy growth of palms and un- 
derbrush that surrounded on all sides the 
narrow trail to Santiago, over which the 
entire army is to pass. The haif-naked 
sO'diera, lying in such scraps of shade as 
they could find, cheered feebly, and_ the 
officers woke up long enough beneath thei? 
Shelter tents of palm leaves to salute the 
general, but our departure did not excite 
much attention. As we jogged on we 
passed hundreds of men who had been 
down the road after water from the only 
pure spring within reach, and they carried 
the precious fluid not only in canteens, but 
in bottles, beef tins and buckete of all 
sorts. 

“It's all we’ve got to make our dinner 
off of,’ said’ one young corporal, stagger- 
ing along with a small tub. 

We knew that everybody was short of 
rations, but that was a subject we were 
forbidden to taik about, and so we turned 
our horses into the almost imperceptible 
pathway, and followed our insurgent guide 
in Indian file and, for a t me, in gilence. 
Our surroundings were startlingly new 
and picturesque. The trail, which was 
sometimes Six feet wide and 
sometimes one, ;urned in and out among 
the tall trees as it climbed up and down 
the’ hills, crossing an occasional small 
stream but for the most part running 
through soil as dry and sandy as Sahara. 
Overhead parrots and doves and bright- 
piumaged birds flew about chattering nojs- 
ily, and every once in a while we would 
stumble upon small camps of the insur- 
gents gathered about some big cocoanut 
tree that they had chopped down, busily 
engaged in eating and drinking the fruit. 
Each informed that “mucho Americano 
soldadoes” had passed them during the 
prev.ous night and morning and were en- 
camped near Juraguacita.

after 3 o'clock when, reaching 
the top of a long rise of ground, we 
came suddenly into view of a scene as 
wholly ‘unexpected as anything well could 
be under the circumstances. It was the 
little Spanish village we were looking for, 
but it was by no means the sort of place 
we expected to find. A small V-shaped 
indentation in the coast line made a per- 
fect little deep-water harbor in which Ad- 
miral Sampson's flagship, the New York, 
and the auxiliary cruiser St. Louis were 
riding with steam up. High rocks on two 
sides came almost to the point of the V in 
shore, in here lay as clean and bright and 
pretty a town as one could wish to find 
anywhere. Perhaps it only seemed so after 
the smoke and desolation of Baiquirl, but 
the illusion was perfect. 

On fop of the tal} line of hills were block- 
housés, and from the flagstaff of each the 
American colors fluttered in the slight 
breeze. The town Was divided by quite a 
big stream, and the railroad crossed it 
on a brand new iron .bridge over a hundred 
feet high. The houses were grouped on 
both sides of the -water, and to the west- 
ward were a number of business establish- 
ments, the last one being a tremendous 
shed over the railroad tracks in which 
three hand cars, 
twenty-four coaj cars full of fuel and a

small machine shop. Ali had been abandon- 


ed in a mad rush towards Santiago as 
soon as our soldiers appeared. Back of 
the town for a quarter of a mile the white

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tied; sacks of coffee and sugar and rice 
and flour torn open and their contents 
confiscated; boxes of dry goods andl fur- 
nishings of all sorts broken up; and to- 
bacco, cigars and cigarettes: were being 
scrambled for by a hilarious mob of the 
First and. Bighth infantrymen, A. couple 
of hundred insurgents were helping them- 
selves to what the Americans did not want, 
and on the outskirts of the crowd stood 
little groups of Cuban women and children, 
who had not left with the refugees, looking 
on with frightened eyes. 

How long this sort of thing had been .go- 
ing on before I arrived I do not know, 
but it did not contimue much longer, for 
news of the pillage reached headquarters 
and General Lawton sent down a strong 
detail of men to mount guard over all the 
captured property. But by that time there 
was not much left to guard. I wandered 
through the stores and fdund plenty of in- 
dications that their proprietors had left 
in a hurry. There was money in an Aner- 
ican cash register at one place, and at 
another a clerk had been wrapping up 
packages for a customer when the alarm 
sounded. At a third—a little cafe—some men 


had been playing cards and their hands°* 


were scattered among the wine bottles and 
counters. But everywhere the soldiers had 
wrecked and looted until the interiors were 
masses of confusion, from which Ittele 
could be gathered as to what they had 
originally looked like. As was to be ex- 
pected, the soldiers took away exactly 
those things they did not heed and wil} 
be compelled to throw away on their next 
long march, One private from the Seven- 
ty-first New York volunteers had a big 
roll of cheap lace and six ladies’ silk um- 
brellas. Another had an ulster.

While I was continu'ng my inspection a 
insurgent courier—which means a dark- 
skinned, narrow-chested little mMan‘on «# 
bony little mule—rode’ into me, bumped mea 
up against a fence and then told me in 
awful Engl’sh that I was requested to re- 
port at once at General] Gastillo’s headquar- 
ters. The courier pointed out the biggest 
and most pretentious house in town as the 
place, and I walked into it through a gar- 
den all a-bloom with roses and shaded with 
the glorious branches of the royal ponciana. 
On a big front porch General Wheeler and 
General Castillo, with the fdrmer’s staff, 
were drinking fine old madeira out of cut 
glasses, ang some were smoking the finest 
of Havana cigars. I rubbed my éyes. | 

“It’s all right,” said General Wheeler. 
“This was formerly the official residence 
of the alcalde, the Spanish commandant 
here, and General Castillo is entertaining 
us with some of the good things he found 
here previous to starting out to join his 
men in the field. They have had an en- 
gagement with the enemy.”’ 

I joined the group and learned that during 
the morning Colonel Louis Philippe 
Aguirre, commanding one of the regiments 
under Castillo, ha@ run into the rear guard 
of the Spamish troops retreating to Santia- 
Ko at La Quasina, a small place about 
three miles ahead of us. Aguirre was taken 
by surprise, and in the fight wh'ch follow- 
ed three of his men were killed and nine 
wounded. The latter had been carried by 
a detai)] of insurgents into town, and it was 
to see them that I had been sent for. 
They were lying under shade trees back 
of the house and American surgeons from 
Lawton's troops were attending them. All 
ang none were seriousiy 
hurt. They had been shot in the legs 
mostly, and seemed glad to get into the 
hospital in order to rest up a little after 
the hard campaigning that has been forced 
upon them during the past few weeks. 
While the doctors were sponging blood off 
them they lay on their backs and smoked 
cigarettes as comfortably as though they 
were only lounging about after a jong 
march.

Through Lieutenant Aurelius Mestre, the 
interpreter on his staff. General Wheeler 
had a long talk with the wounded men 
about the number of Spaniards they had 
encountered, the direction 
had gone, and the topography of the coun- 
try. He learned that the enemy was be- 
tween 1,000 and 1,500 strong and was pro- 
ceeding slowly along the main trail to- 
ward Sevilla, from which place they could 
retreat into Santiago on a moment’s notice.

Some Action May Be Taken. 

It ‘was the opinion of some of those who 
disagreed with the speaker that a motion 
should be made at the meeting this morn- 
ing to expunge the address of those parts 
of it that reflected directly on the conduct 
of the two federal courts 1 the state from 
the records of the convention. Somme of the 
members, while not in sympathy with the 
tone of the address, said they were opposed 
to such a radical suggestion. 

It is probable, however, that some action 
will be taken this morning in which those 
Opposed to the sentiments expressed by the 
president can have an opportunity to rep-y 
to him. 

Judge Emory Speer, who was present, 
guve the speaker the closest attention, but 
before the convention adjourned he left the 
hall and considerable comment was excited 
at his departure. 

He was sven by a representative of The 
Constitution in his room at the hotel last 
night, but would say nothing expressive of 
his feeling as to the speaker's criticism. 

Judge Newman left the city early yester- 
aay morning for Asheville, N. C., and could

MORNING SESSION OF LAWYERS 


Feature Was the Speech of Judge John 
W. Akin, President of the Bar 
Association. 7 

President John W. Akin took the chair 
at 10:30 o’clock’and opened the convention 
with a few words of welcome to the dele- 
gates. 

The report of the executive committee 
was then read by Hon. Walter B. Hill, of 
Macon, detailing the revised programme 
for the two days’ session, which was nec- 
essary on account of the absence of some 
of the members appointed to deliver ad- 
dresses. The report was adopted unani- 
mously. 

President Akin rose to deliver the annual 
address of the convention and was received 
with a burst of applause from the dele- 
gates. His address was one of unusual 
ability, displaying careful preparation and 
thought and during the three-quarters of 
an hour he occupied the floor the strictest 
attention was given him. 

The address was not only an able one, 
but full of interest and vital significance 
for those present and for the profession. 
The paper was a recitation on the end 
and object of the federal court; its grow- 
ing power in every state and the result of 
that usurpation of power to the people 
who frame the laws, 

He asserted that no greater power than 
that exercised by the federa) court at 
present was to be found in any country of 
monarchia] Europe; that no imperialism 


— 


, gives a greater scope of influence than this 


life temure of office in the federal courts 
of America. 

Colonel C. D. Harrison, the treasurer of 
the association, read his annual report, 
which showed that the association was in 
arrears and that the members were slow 
in paying their dues. He said, however, 
that in his opinion the dignity. of the asso- 
clation did not depend on the condition of 
the treasury and that the members should 
seek to raise the standard of the body to 
as high a plane as possible and that the 
treasury would take care of itself. The 
treasurer's report was adopted after some 
discussion. 

Delegates Won’t Pay Their Dues. 

At the last convention of the bar asso- 
clation a committee was appointed to look 
into the delinquent dues of the members 
and report a plan at the present meeting 
for collecting all back dues, 

This report was read by Colonel W. og 
Hill, of Atianta, and suggested that all 
delinquents of two years’ standing who 
do not pay their dues before the Ist of 
September, 1898, be expelled from the roll 
of membership. 

The report created something of a sen- 
sation in the convention and a dozen mem- 
bers rose at once to address the chair.

Colonel N.:J. Hammond moved to amend 
the report, making it read that all dues ex- 
cept for the past two years be thrown out 
and the members be made to pay those 
for 1896 and 1897 at the time stated in the 
report. 

Attorney General Terrell suggested that 
the report should give the delinquents 
until the cotton crop was gathered before 
forcing them to pay. 

Hen. Warner Hill stated that he was op- 
posed to the report and every one of the 
amendments and moved that the whole 
thing bé laid on the table. 

After considerable discussion what to do 
with the delinauents the convention adopt- 
ed the amendment offered by Colonel N. 
J. Hammond and accepted the report with 
a few other slight changes. 

The next feature on the programme was 
the reading of a paper on the “Dumb Act 
of 1850," by Orville A. Parks, of Macon, 
one of the youngest and brightest mem- 
bers of the association. 

The paper dealt with the time when in 
many of the states of the union the supe- 
rior court judge was made a figurehead 
by a class of legislation that sought to 
give his power over to the jury. The ad- 
dregs was an able oné and ‘the speaker was 
frequently interrupted with applause. 

A short paper on the proposed amend- 
ment to the constitution providing for. 
the election of judges and solicitors by 
the people was read by F. P. Longley, of 
LaGrange.

AT THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


Papers by Lamar of Augusta, and Bass 
of Clarkesville, Rea?—Commit- 
tee Reports Heard. 

The afternoon session of the convention 
was called to order at 3:30 o’clock by Presi- 
dent Akin. after the members had enjoyed 
an elegant repast in the dining room of the 
Driving club, which was highly enjoyed by 
all the members and was elegantly served 


by the club. 

The programme was slightly changed 
for the afternoon session and the first pa- 
per, “Wit and Wisdom of Judge Cleckley 
in the Georgia Reports,”’ was placed for 
the first paper for the session this after- 
noon and the committee’s report on juris- 
prudence and law reform Was read first 


yesterday afternoon. 

The report of this committee was @ very 
interesting one and highly enjoyed by the 
members. It went exhaustively into the 
reform that was now needed in the Georgia 
statutes and showed in a great number of 
cases where laws had been enacted that 
intended to work a reform, but proved only 
to be changes in the existing statutes on 


that subject. 
The committee which submitted the re- 


port was composed of the following: 

Pope Barrow, chairman, Savannah; J. 
B. Cumming, Augusta; Porter King, At- 
lanta; Spencer R. Atkinson, Atlanta, A. 
R. Lawton, Savannah, 

Report on Jurisprudence. 
In part the report of the committce was 


as follows’ 

‘“‘A member of the legislature before his 
election happens to be a witness to some 
case where the law by reason of its un!- 
versality had worked a hardship and ani- 
mated by a sincere desire to improve the 
law and prevent a repetition, he introduces 
a bill and has it passed changing the law. 

“He does not stop to learn that the 
particular case which has attracted hig at- 
tention and caused him to act is only one 
out of a hundred and that in the other 
ninety-nine the old law would do justice 
and his new law would work a hardship. 
Statutory changes in the law frequently 
find their origin in such impulses aroused 
by such incidents. 

“The narrowness of the survey of the 
field which is taken before action and the 
ease with which the cange is made, pre- 
vent the realization of the mischief until 
after it is done. Many statutes in direct 
derogation of ‘the common law have. been 
enacted by which our ancient rules have 
been perverted, and hasty conclusions sub- 
stituted in this way. The freedom, the 
happiness and the prosperity of the people 
depend largely upon the stability, the unli- 
formity and the consistency of laws. The 
law ig a science and a system. 

“The common law having grown up as 
it has through generation after genera- 
tion of human experience, working itself 
out through the painstaking and con- 
scientious labors of judges with the actual 
facts of the cases befo:e them and the 
responsibility of a decision which affects 
life, liberty and property upon them, ought 
to possess a weight and a strength which 
cannot be easily overcome.”’ 

The report continued citing sections of 
the Georgia code showing where changes 
by enactments of the general assembly 
had been made in the statute, but no ma- 
terial reform had been effected in the laws 
of the state. These were quite numerous 
and the report wound up with the follow- 
ing suggestion: 

“When you look back at this record 
showing that our laws skip and change 
so rapi@y and so materially that it has 
been found necessary to revise and repub- 
lish the code every seven years, it is 
enough to make every thoughtful man look 
around for the remedy. That this condition 
of things is an evil, few. if any, will deny. 
The simplest way to deal with it is to 
make it more difficult to pass laws which 
repeal or amend any section of the code. 
The attention of the framers of two of our 
constitutions have been directed to this 
evil, and to the remedy. They declared At 
one time, and still adhere to it, that no 
section of the code should be repealed by 
mere reference to its mumber, and required 
its description. They provided that it should 
require a majority of all the members elect- 
ed to each branch of the genera} assembly 
to pass a bill to make it a law. It was 
Supposed that this would insure thoughtful! 
and deliberate legislation. The experience 
of the past twenty-one years has shown 
that this is not a_ sufficient safeguard 
against hasty and {ll-digested legislation.” 


“Georgia’s Law Books.” 


Hon. J. R. Lamar, of Augusta, read the 
next paper on the subject: ‘Georgia Law 
Books."’ This paper was largely historical 
and is said to be one of the most able that 
has ever been heard before the association 
and will prove a valuabie document on the 
history cf the law books of the state. 

Mr, Lainar went thoroughly into the sub- 
ject and commencing from the _ eariiest 
times he reviewed in every particular the 
history of the statutes of the state. He 
drew comparisons of the laws enacted in 
the earlier years of the colony of Georgia 
and those that are in force at this time for 
the control «f the people and their gov- 
ernment. 

The paper stated that the earliest stat- 
utes of the siate are not in existence. There 
are three copies of the early statiites that 
are incomplete and are the only ones ex- 
tant. The first statutes of the state were 
written by hand and later the iegislature 
passed a bili providing for the printing of 
the statutes and to encourage the estab- 
lishment of a printing press. This was fol- 
lowed by later improvements in the pub- 
lication of the statutes and the history of 
the growth of the Georgia laws and the 
books which contain thein was told in a 
giiaphic styie and the close attention that 
the memoers paid to the paper showed the 
intense interest it solicited. 

Mr. Lamar was warmiy congratulated on 
his able effort and the paper will be care- 
fully preserved by the association as a 
very ab.e and important part of tne titerary 
archives of the association. 


Participants Absent. 


A paper was to have been read by Mr. 
Tom Hardwick, of Sandersville, but his re- 
cent appointment to a commission in the 
army prevented his presence at the conven- 
tion. 

The eommittee on reform in criminal law 
did not make a report on account of the 
absence of Mr. Charlton Battle, the chair- 
man.

Report on.Interstate Law. 
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PRES. JOHN W. AKIN.OF | 
THE BAR ASSOCIATION 


President Akin read his paper with great emphasis, showing his feeling on the 
matter contained in the address and speaking with emotion while reciting the 
unjust discriminations made by federal courts all over the country in favor of 
said in part: 


‘corporatiors and against the peopte. He 
“The federal judiciary is a natural and, 
from the point of view of the modern cur- 
rent of federal decisions, a necessary ele- 
ment in our federa] government. 

“And yet not every federal government 
possétses federal courts. The kingdom of 
Great Britain and the kingdom of Ireland 
with the empire of India and Canada, Aus- 
tralia and other British provinces form the 
British empire, but England, Scotland, Ire- 
land, Canada, Australia, India, has each 
its separate courts, and there is no court 
with jurisdiction over the British empire. 
Prussia, Saxony, Bavaria and other Ger- 
man Kingdoms have unfted into one German 
confederaetd empire, but there is no im- 
perial German eourt to construe the stat- 
utes of the imperial parliament. 

‘In fact, so unquestioned ig now the 
power of the federal judiciary to annul a 
federal statute on the grouné of its uncon- 
stitutionality, that we sometimes forget 
that this is the only judiciary in the wor'd 
at any stage of its history whieh has the 
power to blot a country4s laws from her 
statute books. This power was probably 
not intended to be conferred upon the fed- 
eral judiciary by the majority of those 
who framed the constitution. Indeed, when 
the federal] courts first exercised this power 
and declared it rightful, very many of the 
best and wisest looked upon it as an usur- 
pation ultimately fatal to free government; 
while Thomas Jefferson, then in the mel'‘ow 
wisdom of old and honored age, declared 
that it ‘placed the people under the despot- 
ism of an oligarchy.’ . 

“In every government ultimate power 
must reside somewhere. In England it is in 
the parliament, for its power to, pass laws 
is supreme and no court can deciare them 
voni or illegal. In Russia it is in the czar, 
for his will is the only law and the imperial 
ukase can neither be disobeyed nor ques- 
tioned. 

‘In the United States, where resides this 
power? In the people, we might say, ac- 
customed as we are to think of the citizen 
as the sovereign. But let us see. The peo- 
ple of the state chose their legislature 
which makes their laws. These laws may 
be sanctioned by the courts of the state. 
But the federal judiciary may pass upon 
them and declare them ,vid because against 
the constitution of the United States. The 
people chose their national] representatives 
and senators and congress may enact stat- 
utes which the people approve. But the 
federal] judiciary may abrogate these laws 
and prevent their enforcement if deemed 
contiary to the federal constitution. The 
governors and the president may desire to 
execute the will of the people as expressed 


| in the state and national statutes framed 


by the people’s chosen agents. But the 
federal judiciary may set aside these stat- 
utes and prevent the state and national 
executive from enforcing them, Changes 
may be attempted in the fundamental law 
of the land and a majority in the liegisla- 
tures of three-fourths of the states may 
ratify constitutional amendments passed by 
congress in order to change the constitu- 
tion so as to carry ito effect the undoubted 
will of a vast Majority of the people. But 
the federal courts may declare that these 
constitutional amendments have nct been 
legally passed or may construe them away, 
and from such a judiciai declaration there 
is no appeal. 

‘The federal judiciary, therefore, is the 
sole repository of ultimate power ‘in this 
republic, and the handful of men who wield 
this power may wield it as long as they 
live and chose to*do so. For this same 
judiciary may avo one of its members’ 
expulsion from power by impeachment by 
adjudging the impeachment proceedings to 
have been iilegal. And not even insanity 
terminates this power, for, a8 Was once 
pitiiully illustrated in our own circuit, a 
demented federa] judge is still the judge. 
Death is the only bruke upon this jugger- 
naut. But it is a very siight and fleeting 
brake, for men who hold office for life 
rarely die, and when they do, their suc- 
cessors promptly taxe faeir piaces and the 
wheei grinds on as before. 

“It may be conservatively said that no 
greatar power has ever been vested in any 
Officials or in any department of any gov- 
ernment than is now exercised by the fed- 
eral judiciary. It is, therefore, of the ut- 
most importance that these powers should 
be exercised with the greatest caution and 
that the public at large should keep upun 
the possessors of such power an eye jeajous 
of the first encroachment upon liverty. 

Criticism of Courts. 

“In an able apology for the federal courts 
(criticism of the federai jud.ciary, 29 Am. 
Law Rev., p. 643) United States Circuit 
Judge William H. Taff, himself responsible 
for some of these usurping decisions, al- 
ludes to what he terms ‘Jefferson’s severe 
words concerning the federal judiciary,’ 
and. quotes Jefferson's ‘epithet’ in which 
he denounced the federal judiciary as ‘a 
thief of jurisdiction.’ He alludes to the 
fact that Jeffersom’s criffeism was called 
forth by the decision in Cohens vs. Virginia 
declaring the power of the federal court to 
reverse the decision of a stat® supreme 
court-on the question whether a state stat- 
ute violated the federal constitt.on—a 
doctrine which, t@2ugh accepted now, was 
not expressly gen by the federal consti- 
tution, and which when first promulgated 
was considered by the weight of contem- 
porary opinion as a paipable usurpation 
of power by the federal courts. It ‘s doubt- 
ed whether the constitution of 1798 would 
have been ratified by a majority of the 
states if it had contained a clause giving 
such power to the federal courts. It will 
be remembered that Andrew Jackson whiie 


president of the United States, many years. 


after th’s doctrine had become settled by 
repeated adjudications of the United States 
s<preme court, impifedily denounced ‘t as 
unconstitutional and intimated that he 
would not regard or obey it. 

‘Judge Taff alludes to this line of deci- 
sions ‘as the position of John Marshall 
and h's associates’ and déclares that by 
the verdict and acquiescence of the people, 
John Marshail has been vindicated and the 
criticisms of Thomas Jefferson have been 
refuted. John Marshall is not the greatest 
lawyer that ever sat on the supreme court 
bench. Alexander Hamilton was not the 
greatest secretary of the treasury. But 
federal authority, centralization, absolutism 
and, if you please, imperialism, owe more 
to these than any other two men, and hence 
they stand out boldly and prominently in 
the perspective of our history. They were 
federalist to the core. They sincerely be- 
lieved in the government of the many by 
the few. They conscientiously doubted the 
ability of the.people a8 a mass to govern 
themseives. They believed in a strong cen- 
tral government wielding vigorous powers. 
They were not willing to trust the states 
or the plain people of the land. They be- 
lieved not only in the sacredness of prép- 
erty, but in the natural right of weaith to 
control the destimies of the nation: 

“Between these, on the one hand, and 
Jefferson and his school on the other, there 
was an irreconcilable conflict. It has been 
commonly supposed that Jefferson and his 
echool won, and that absolutism in this re- 
public was forever made impossible by the 
growth of that democracy whose expound- 
er and author was J@ferson. 

‘Jefferson's critici of the federal ju- 
dic’ary received little attention . until the 
amazing decisions of the federal courts in 


. 


rights of the weak as well as the strong. 
But there are unmistakable signs of pro- 
found public dissatisfaction at the more 
recent attitude of the federal judiciary to- 
ward ‘some of the most burning questions 
of: the hour. A number of governors of 
states have sent messages to their legisla- 
tures declaring ‘that the federal~ courts 
have seized the republic;’ and at least one 
legislature has memorialized congress, ‘re- 
citing the grievances of the people of its 
state against the federal judiciary and 
asking a curtailment of the powers unlaw- 


» fully assumed by them’ (Judge Taff’s ad- 


dress, 29 Am. Law Rev., 641).. It is not 
exaggeration to say that the vast majority 
of the people, and probably of the bar, 
believed that the federal courts have usurp- 
ed powers not lawfully theirs, and have, 
by their decisions, invaded the comstitu- 
tional r‘ghts of free men in behalf of rafl- 
reads end other forms of corporate monop- 
oly. This majority is growing. It is they 
who are recalling and repeating Jeffer- 
son's prophecy. 

Rs cggee 3 4 of 
sions , whic have grieved and alarm- 
ed the public have been in pore 
where corporations Organized in one state 
and doing business in another have resort- 
ed to the federal courts of the latter on 
the ground that they were citizens of a 
different state. It willl be remembered that 
the supreme court of the United States 
first declared that a corporation was not 
a citizen within the meaning of the federal] 
constitution. and that the federal courts 
had no jurisdiction of cases to which cor- 
porations chartered by other states were 
parties unless all their stockholders were 
also non-residents. But this decision was 
overruled by the same court that rendered 
it. In other words, the supreme court of 
the United States is its own critic when, 
at the instance of corporate wealth. it 
overthrows its sOlemn judgment and yields 
all which, these suitors claim. Witness. 
by way of parenthesis, the double shuffie 
in the income tax caso where this court 
I will not sav summersaulted, but Shi- 
rased, in a few weeks. overthrowing judi- 
cial precedents of many years and denying 
the power of the federal government to 
make the wealth of the country bear 
some of its due proportion of the public 
burdena. 

“By overruling their own decisions, there- 
fore, the federal courts have become the 
foreign corporation’s ‘city of refuge.’ 
Hence the Southern railway invades the 
commonwealth of Georgia, buys up: com- 
peting lines and amalgamates them into 
what is in some parts of the state one 
monopoly of transportation. defies. the 
constitution of Georgia in its prohibition 
against railroad monopoly and snaps its 
fingers in the faces of the people and 
rushes to the federa! courts, which throw 
their powerful arms around it and pre- 
vent Georgia’s courts from interpreting 
and enforcing Georgia’s constitution. 

“The Chicago Times-Herald of Septem- 
ber 19, 1897, published a four-page sympo- 
sium on the subject of injunction in labor 
disputes. This symposium consisted of the 
opinions of fifteen judges on the bench 
and fourteen opinions of other jur'sts and 
prominent laymen. The Springfield Renub- 
lican, published at a point far removed 
from the local coloring inseparable to such 
controversies, analyzing these answers. de- 
clares that only six unqualifiedly indorsed 
the recent extension of the injunction 
power to labor troubles: seven were. in 
the main, non-committal: while fifteen were 
Outspoken in their uUstile criticism. 
Fifteen judges returned replies, and we 
find that of these only two were unquali- 
fiedly for what is popularly known as gov- 
ernment by injunction, six were non-com- 
mittal, while seven were more or less em- 
phatic in denouncing or criticising the re- 
cent extension of the injunction power. 

“Judge Gibbons, of the circuit court of 
Illinois, declares that ‘In their efforts to 
regulate or restrain strikes by iniunction, 
théy are sowing dragon’s teeth and blazing 
the path of revolution,’ The chief justice 
of the Illinois’ court wo: appeals predicts 
that ‘Unless this usurpation of power by 
the courts is promptly checked, we shall 
within a few years see elections—and a 
presidential one. perhaps—carried bv a 
court’s right of injunction backed by 
armed deputies or federa] soldiers.’ Is the 
prediction of the chief justice too extrava- 
gant? 

“Nothing that I have said is nearly so 
critical of the courts as is what is said 
by at least one of the fiustices of the su- 
preme court of the United States. Mr. 
Justice Harlan, in a dissenting opinion, 
comments upon a decision of the supreme 
court of the United States (interstate com- 
merce commission vs. Alabama Midland 
Railway Company, 148 United States, 144), 
as going far ‘to make that commission a 
useless body for all practical purposes and 
to defeat many of the important objects de- 
signed to be accomplished bv the various 
enactments of congress relating to inter- 
state comigerce.” Says he: ‘It has been 
shorn, by judicial interpretation, of au- 
thority to do anything of an effective char- 
acter. It is denied many of the powers 
which in my judgment were intended to be 
conferred.’ In-these words he charges the 
highest tribunal of this country with over- 
riding the will of the people as expressed 
by congress and in making law in behalf 
of the railroads, and against the public 
interests. 


Another Irrepressible Conflict. 


“T have noticed only a few of the com- 
paratively recent federal court décisions 
involving the conflict of interests between 
the public and the great corporations. 
These cases are but a few of the many 
forms in which this conflict expresses itself. 
No doubt this conflict is: somefimes aggra- 
vated by demagogues. But it is equally 
true that many thoughtful and far-seeing 
patriots ‘have spoken to this question in 
terms of self-disserving wisdom, and who, 
because they foresaw danger in the trend 
of federal court decisions, have been un- 
justly called demagogues. When Jef- 
ferson, with the clear vision of a philoso- 
pher, recognized and -deelared the conflict 
between federalism and repub™canism, be- 
tween an oligarchy of wealth and a democ- 
racy of all the people, between abso!u- 
tism and individualism, he was called 
both a demagogue and anarciist. But he 
Was a seer aS well as a leader, and today 
his political philosophy is accepted with- 
Out question in this great republic’s heart 
of hearts. Standing, as this generation 
does today, in the shadow of a line 
of federal decisions which are certainly in- 
hnovations, and which many good and wise 
men believe to be usurpations of a danger- 
ous power, we are reminded of Jefferson's 
prophecy. Said he: 

““"It has long been my opinion that the 
germ of dissolution of our federal govern- 
ment is in the constitution of the federal 
judiciary, an irresponsible body working 
like gravity by day day and by night, gain- 
ing little today and a little tomorrow, and 
advancing its noiseless step like a thief 
over the field of jurisdiction, until all 
shall be usurped.’ 

“Nothing said by others compares in 
comprehensive severity with this terrible 
indictment. And yet, if what Jefferson 
said was true then, its truth is multiplied 
ten-fold now. Looking around wus and 
about us; surveying the field of federal ju- 
risdiction as it exists in practice today: 
seeing states and municipalities stripped 
of the powers; beholding the new and 
terrible .engine of oppression and repres- 
sion into which the ancient writ of injunc- 
tion has been converted; observing how 
the toiler and the laborer have felt the 
mailed hand of the federal judge so often 
and so hardly, while the great trusts and 
monopolies of the country have oppress- 
ed the poor. cheated justice and defied the 
law with hardly so much as a rebuke from 
that same federal judge: how can we be 
silent? 

“The Anglo-Saxon lawyer is in his inmost 
heart a patriot. His Dlood has been a 
crimson sacrifice for freedom on many a 
battlefield. His hand has held aloft his 
country’s flag in many an hour of deep- 
est danger. His history in war is illus- 
trious and honorable, but his greater gio- 

lies in this: that he ‘has stood for law, 

t and fr as against the more in- 
sidious perils of velvet despotisms usurp- 
ing forbidden powers in the name of law 
and under the protection of the flag. Not 
all the armies of the earth, not all the 
r country’s

Lieutenant Colonel F. H. Crumley, of 
the colored militia of Georgia, is the man 
who has raised the company of Atlanta ne- 
groes, He thas been clamormg for a chance 
to fight for several months, and when the 
bill was passed authorizing the Tenth yol- 
unteer regiment of colored infantry he was 
eelected as the man to raise Atlanta’s 
quota. 

Though the highest colored. military offi- 
cer in Atlanta, he stepped gracefully down 
to the place of first lieutenant of a com- 
pany, and in that capacity he has raised his 
company. Lieutenant Crumley stated yes- 
terday afternoon that he had enough men 
enlistea to make up a full company. ‘The 
recruits have not yet stood their physical 
examination, but will stand it today. 

For three days the recruiting officer on 
Deeatur street has been overrun with pa- 
triots, who were ambitious to serve as pri- 
vates in Lieutenant Crumley’s company. 
Thousamds of negroes swarmed around the 
place and the recruiting officer had some 
difficulty in selecting his men from the 
vast crowd. He picked only the best look- 
ing men, so that there will be few turned 
down at the physical examination. 

LAeutenant Crumley will be among the 
first colored men to thokd a commission 
in the regular or volunteer army. He wiil 
get his commission as soon as he gets his 
men mustered in. First lieutenant will be 
the highest rank of any megro officers. The 
captains will be white m@. W. F. Teb- 
bits, of New York, will be the captain 
of the company of Atlanta negroes. Thom- 
as Grant, an Atlanta negro, will be second 
lieutenant. 

The headquarters of the Tenth regiment 
of colored volunteers will be at Augusta, 
Ga. The men wil] ajl be assembled there 
as fast as recruited and will receive their 
guns amd uniforms when they are mustered 
in.

SAY THEY ARE FRAUDULENT 


Ryan Boys, of “Memphis, Filed a Peti- 
tion, Yesterday. 
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IS DIRECTED AGAINST F. T. RYAN 


He Is Their Uncle and They Claim He 
Is Trying To Defraud Them 
of Money. 


Lewis T. Ryan and 
William H. Ryan, of Memphis, through 
their attorney, Mr. Sheppard Bryan, yes- 
terday filed a petition against the property 
of their uncle, Frank T. Ryan, of this 
city on the ground that fraudulent mort- 
gages had been given By him, thus attempt- 
ing, says the petition, to defraud them of 
a portion of their father’s estate, 

The mortgages, it is said, were given 
the mother of Mr. Frank T. Ryan, Mrs. 
H. A. Kirkpatrick, who is also the grand- 
mother of the plaintiffs. The petition aiso 
asks that a deed of trust given to the 
daughter of Frank T. Ryan, Miss Annie 
Louise Ryan, trustee for her brother, 
Frank T. Ryan, Jr., be attached. 

Judge Lumpkim granted this order yester- 
day and the sheriff made the attachments, 
but the question as to whether or not the 
property will be disposed of as is asked by 
the plaintiffs is a matter for adjudication 
and will be considered by Judge Lumpkin, 
of the Fulton superior court, at the next 
term of court, 

Mr. Frank T. Ryan resides with his fam- 
ily in this city, at 178 Washington street. 
He has resided here for a long time and 
is regarded as a man of considerable means, 
owning considerable property both in the 
city and county. The petition filed yester- 
day is the outcome of a question of s0me 
years standing regarding the estate of the 
late C. Roscoe Ryan, for which Frank T. 
tyan, a brother 6f the deceased, was exec- 
utor. 

C. Roscoe Ryan once resided in this city, 
but immediately after the war moved to 
Memphis, where he accumulated a fortune 
and died a number of years ago, leaving an 
estate said to have been valued at $250,000. 
Of this estate his brother, Frank T. Ryan, 
was made executor. 

The plaintiffs in the present case and the 
executor had some trouble over a settle- 
ment, they claiming that their uncie never 
paid them in full. A suit followed and 
Mr. Frank T. Ryan is said to have given 
his nephews a note for $18,000 in settlement. 

This note. it is said, has never been paid, 
and when the plaintiffs notified Mr. Frank 
T. Ryan some time ago that they would 
enter suit upon it, he is said to have given 
the mortgages which are now claimed to 
have been made with fraudulent intentions. 
The case has attracted considerable atten- 
tion and the outcome will be watched with 
interest. Mr. Ryan could not be seen yes- 
terday, and consequently his version of the 
litigation is not given.

SPLINTERS FROM SPAIN. 


A Collection of Interesting Facts 
, Tersgly Expressed. % 
From Pearson’s Weekly. 

Spain thas over 7,000,000 acres of forest. 
There is a dhildren’s cycling club ir 
Madrid, of which none of the members are 
over eight years of age. 

The average numbers of ‘horses killed in 
Spanish bull fights every year ex:2ecds 5,000, 
while from 1,000 to 2,000 bulis are sacrificed. 

All well-trained Spanish women are 
taught to handle the sword from their 
earliest years, and, as a result, they are 
noted fcr their admirable figures and easy 
walk. 

Mazzantirifi the famous Spanish bull- 
fighter, was a railway porter in his early 
days. He now eccupies a foremost position 
in ‘his profession, and makes at least $50,000 
a year. 

W'ben the sardines, anchovies and salmon 
are scarce on the Spanish coast, the fisher- 
men augment their income by diving for 
coral, a profitable diversion from _ their 
ordinary employment. 

Marriages are solemnized in Spain by day 
or at night, according to thefortu nes of 
the couples or their station in life. If well- 
to-do, the ceremony comes off in the early 
part of the morning. 

The queen regent of Spain eannot tolerate 
garlic. She objects to the odor which clings 
about .<her ministers at the, cabinet -meet- 
ings and overcomes it by the aid of numer- 
ous cigarettes. 

Spain is rich in minerals, and the work- 
ing of the mines is carried on under state 
supervision. Their resources are by no 
means fully developed, about 6,000 people 
only being employed under ground. 

Spanish trains so seldom ieave stations 
punctually that the time tables in many 
cases merely indicate the hour of departure 
—say “eight” and “‘minutes’’—that is, an 
indafinite number of minutes after eight. 

The celebrated bull fighter, Reverte,, on 
one occasion,’ after a triumphal corrida in 
San Sabastian, lit a cigarette with a 
French bank note for 1,000 francs to show 
his contempt for money in general, and 
French coin in particular. 

In 1875 there -was nearly a war between 
Spain and the United States’in connection 
with American interference in Cuba, and 
on that occasion Don Carlos proposed a 
truce between his troops and the royalists, 
and offered to fight against the United 
States. Thus does history repeat itself. 

The duration of sunshine in the various 
countries of Europe was recently discussed 
at a scientific meeting. It was shown that 
Spain stands at the head of the first, Nav- 
ing, on the average, 3,000 hours of sunshine 
per year, while Italy nas 2,300.

Arrangements Are Now Being Perfect- 
ed for the Big Reunion and Com- 
mittee Is Kept Busy.

\ exaree of the headquarters of the 
Sons of Confederate Veterans in this 
city, has been kept busy during the past 
few days answering letters from all por- 
tions of the south in reference to the com- 
ing reunion of the members of that order 
and it is thought that a large crowd of 
young men will be here from every south- 
ern state. 

They will bring sponsors from every 
camp, and these young ladies will greatiy 
add to the convention. The sponsors will 
not be admitted to the floor of the conven- 
tion during the sessions of the order, but 
they will be the recipients of many courte- 
sies and a number of entertainments will 
be given in their horor- 

To all of the letters ne has received re- 
lating to the reunioh Mr. Pelham has made 
reply, giving the details connected with 
the gathering of the young men. Mr, Pel- 
ham stated yesterday that he was certain 
that the reunion of Sons of Veterans this 
year would be the largest ever held Sy 
that organization, and he added that there 
was more enthusiasm at present among 
members than there has ever been before 
in the history of the order. 

There are at present 100 camps on the 
muster roll of the order, which is an in- 
crease of sixty-three since the last reunion. 
Between twenty and thirty camps are now 
in the process of formatioh and it is prob- 
able that ‘when the time for the reunion ar- 
rives the nus=®er of camps represented in 
this clty will be 150. 

One delegate is allowed to the convention 
for every twenty members in a camp and 
one additional delegate will come for every 
fraction of ten or more members, provided 
the camps having these additional dele- 
gates are entitled to at least two regular 
delegates in the convention. 

The sessions of the reunion will be held 
in the hall of the house of representatives 
at the state capitol and General Robert A.

ITS JURISDICTION IN ‘DOUBT 


The Telegraph and Express Companies 
Make Their Patrons Furnish 
the Stamps. 


’ 


The question of who should pay the rev- 
enue tax On telegraph messages and ex- 
press packages has been brought before the 
State railroad commission for decision, 

The matter came up yesterday in a let- 
ter from Mr. O. 'H. Arnold, Jr., of Machen, 
Ga. He nottfled the commission that the 
agent of the telegraph and express compa- 
nies ha@ required him to affix the sfamps, 
and he desired to know if the companies 
cOuld not be made to do it. The question 
was referred to Judge Spercer Atkinson. 

Congress did not say who should pay the 
taxes, being concerned only in getting the 
money for the government and leaving the 
settlement of who must pay the tax to the 
parties concerned. As has been stated be- 
fore in The Constitution, the railroad com- 
panies throughout the country decided. to 
furnish the stamps for their business and 
not charge their patrons. Some of the 
lawyers for the railroad companies, how- 
ever, took the position that it was not ob- 
ligatory upon the roads. 

How a state railroad commission can take 
jurisdiction of the matter is not clear. The 
railroads do not add the amount of the tax 
to the freight; neither do the express nor 
telegraph companies advance their rates, 
but simply require their patrons to supply 
the stamps. 

In the case of proprietary articles, some 
druggists are,adding the price of the 
stamps to the articles sold, while in other 
cases the price remains the same. Half of 
the life insurance compantes pay the stamp 
tax on policies themselves and the other 
half make their patrons pay for the stamps. 

The railroad commission will make a rul- 
ing on Mr, Arnold’s question in a day or 
two. : 


Roads to the Klondike. 


Rails and an engine have been shipped 
from Seattle for the narrow gauge road 
which is being built over White Pass to 
Skaguay. By next year there will be a 
railroad into the Klondike and the trip will 
be made in a few days, whereas mew it 
takes a month or two. 

A line is also being surveyed from near 
the mouth of the Yukon river into the in- 
terior to cut off several hundred miles 
which the boats have to make in going 
round a long bend in the river. 


Charge Accorijing to Color. 


Taik about high rates and discrimination, 
America knows nothing about either com- 
pared with the interior of Africa. A‘ rail. 
roaq has recently been completed up the 
Congo, where a white man has to pay 40 
cents a mile passenger fare, while a native 
black pays only 4 cents a mile. 

The explanation is that there are very 
few white men and they gave the money, 
while the blacks have very little. 

The freight ratte for the through haul, 
240 miles, is $8.60 per 100 pounds, or 71 
cents per ton per mile. 

Trains do not run at night on this line. 
Passengers have to stop over at a station” 
along the road. There are three.trains a 
week to carry passengers and they take 
two days to make the trip each way.

Risse’s Reply. 

“Atlanta, Ga., July 1, 189%.—Rev, Sam P. 
Jones, Cartersville, Ga. Dear Sir: Your fa- 
vor from 15th‘at hand. The requested re- 
mark of an intelligent: letter I be obliged 
to express, and have much of it to say.

His Belief Still Unshaken. 

Risse’s belief is still unshaken about Mr. 
Jones being hig persecutor, and if he .is 
really what is called a paranotac, a victim 
of delusional insanity, he will carry that 
belief with him to his grave, as medical ex- 
perts all agree that that kind of insanity 
in incurable. ™ 2 

It may be, however, after all, that poor 
Risse is not crazy, but has an honest belief 
that Mr. Jones has been seeking to injure 
him, and that this belief was the creation 
of practical jokers, who have been telling 
him for two or three years that Sam Jones 
was after him. 

The lunacy trial this afternoon will be a 
very interesting affair, There will be sev- 
eral doctors present to festify and it is 
probable that there will be some scientific 
experiments on Risse.
